ably. Mrs. Lacy was all we could wish. W. Harrison played 
Hawthorn, aod Frazer made his first appearance this season as 
Young Meadows. Both gentlemen received their meed of ap- 
plause. The Justice Woodcock of Farren, and the Deborah 
Woodcock of Mrs. C. Jones, were excellent pieces of acting, and 
Keeley played the disagreeable character of Hodge much to the 
satisfaction of the audience. The Sleeping Beauty in the Wood 
concluded. A Fairy Spectacle, entitled Za Belle au Bois Dor- 
mante, which, we believe, gave Planché the idea of bis Sleeping 
Beauty, is running a very long career at the Comzté, in Paris.
